This pamphlet was very generally 
attributed to the Right Honourable Joseph Napier. 
Indeed there was no attempt made to conceal the 
authorship. Its matter endeavoured simply to 
“make the worse appear the better reason, and 
when it was not a direct attack upon the Bishop of 
Ossory, was a plea against reminiscences of prin- 
ciples very hurriedly abandoned. He who ventured 
to break a list with the Bishop of Ossory must be a 
bold man. Above all, he must be logical, truthful, 
and consistent. Ifa fallacy be concealed under 
tintimarre, if the misrepresentation of an opponent's 
meaning be taken for argument against his prin- 
ciples, and if the sudden ‘‘rectification” of the 
judgment of a lifetime is held up as a signal for the 
tergiversation of others, the man who thus ventures 
to oppose James O'Brien, Bishop of Ossory, only 
seeks his own discomfiture. 

The Bishop of Ossory has published some remarks 
by way of reply, and a smashing reply they form. 
The clear, pithy, and telling style of the Bishop re- 
cals the manner of our old pamphleteers, or the bril- 
liant irony of Junius. There is no waste of energy in 
the Bishop. He turnsover his opponeat and dissects 
him calmly, yet with a kéen knife and a vigorous 
hand. Every muscle is laid bare, and the source, 
progress, and extent of the internal disease is patho- 
logically demonstrated. If Joseph Napier be the 
infeliz puer atque impar Congressus Achilli, he may 
console himself with the cold comfort that he has 
fallen dertra Achillis. 

It is not our purpose to analyse a pamphlet which 
must rank amongst the noblest specimens of current 
literature. 80 condensed and pithy is it that to 
give a synopsis of its matter would be as difficult as 
to write an abstract of Butler's sermons on human 
nature, where not a word can be spared. We 
simply direct public attention to it, as a masterly 
defence of consistency and principle, and inciden- 
tally as a tower of defence to the supporter of the 
Church Education Society. Here is a quiver full of 
arrows, from whence the disputant may borrow 
weapons, though he have not the strength ot the 
original possessor of the bow. So keen, so pointed, 
and so well feathered are they, that a child's hand 
may strike them to the mark: the disputant need 
search for no other armoury.

The claimant upon the funds of the society, whose 
name was proposed to the committee of the “ Friend of 
the Clergy,” for admission to their list of candidates, 
not having been approved of by them for that purpose, 
it is intended to propose to them another case, their 
half-yearly election of pensioners having just taken 
place; but as their commitice do not usually meet for 
the purpose of adinitting candidates until the half-yenrly

STATE OF TRADE IN ENGLAND. 

Maxcusston, Jen 12ta.—The yarn market has 
been flatter even than it was last week. For no mar- 
ket, home or foreign, have there been any sales worth 
naming, and the hopes that were held out in some 
quarters un Tuesday last, that the depression was 
nearly at the lowest, are discredited by the fact 
that prices have since given way in nearly all 
kinds of spinnings to the extent of id. per Ib., 
without leading to a resumption of activity. The 
ruarket for cloth is as void of animation almost as 
that for yarns. There are offers making for India, 
but at lower prices, and buyers hang back at a discre- 
pancy between the terms offered by themselves and 
those of manufacturers only amounting to I}. to 34. 
per piece on shirtings and jacconets, where the reduc- 
tions already secured are very considerable. No doubt 
this is accounted for by the fact that, in addition 
to the checks given by the alteration of duties in 
India, it ts discovered that the markets there have 
been greatly brer-suppllec with goods Where 
sales have been forced, As in some cases to-day, 
these low offers have had to be accepted, but there 
is reason to helle ve that no redustion likely to be made 
would lead to much business. The continaed bad wea- 
ther and political news ald to some extent in increasing 
this depression of the market, and nearly all kinds of 
vloth are flat and drooping as compared with last week, 
had as the market then was. In low long cloths and 1 
cloths, which share the general depression, though there 
is more doing in these than in shirtings and jacoonets, the 
decline is not so severely felt, because the qualities of cot- 
ton from which they are manufactured has come down to 
some extent in price. Mossrs. John Slagg and Co. 
report: —“ There is no change in the market to report 
since Tuesday last. The buyers of india goods are still 
offering pretty freely for shirtings aad jacconeta, but 
at Id to 3d per piece less than manafactarers are wil- 
ling to take, and there is, coosequently, very little ac- 
tual busineds doing la them. For most other goods the 
demand continues on a moderate seale, at gradually de- 
clining prices.”

Russia AND Coixa.—The Prussian Gogte, a semi- 
official Berlin journal, contains the following intelligence 
| from St. Petersburg, which is por ant, if authentic ; 
—* Our friendship and alliance with China have come 
to an untimely end. Continual acts of hostility prac- 
tised by the natives of Maudschuria against the Amoor 
trading company re ndered it 2 on the part of 
the Russian vice-governor to interfere with military 
roceedings. The newly-appointed Chinese viceroy of 
audschuria is doing all he can to harass the Russians 
and interrupt their traílle in the Amoor country. The 
latest accounts from thence contain particulars of many 
Ille zal acts and hostilities perpetrated by the Chinese 
Russian forts blown up, whole villages of colo- 
nists destroyed and plundered, the inhabitants brutally 
ill-treated, and even in some instances killed whea ven- 
turing to offer opposition in self-defence. The Russian 
troops stationed on the Amoor are so few in number in 
comparison with the large bodies of hostile Maud- 
schurians that they are unable to cope with them in the 
field, and are cooped up in their fortified military sta- 
tions. Biace the resignation of Count Marawieff, 
Russia appears to despair of realising the brilliant 
iyearas she once entertained of successfully colonising 
the Amoor territory, and refases to grant further sub- 
sidies to obtain that object ; whilst private individuals 
naturally become faint-hearted and cautious, which, of 
course, checks all spirit of enterprise, eo that it will 
not astonish the world to learn ina short time that the 
whole country has been abandoned by the Russians 
and again revrted to the Chinese rule.“
